The report shows that the marriages in 
England and Wales during the yer 
numbered 276,088, giving a rate of 158 
persons married per 1,000 of popu- 
lation at all ages T rate was 0.2 
atove the corresponding rate in the 
previous year, and equal to the average 
rate for the preceding ten years. 

The births registered during the year 
numbered 917,636, being in the propor- 
tion of 26.3 per thoustand of the popuila- 
fion This rate was 0.8 per thousand 
below the rate in the previous yea! 
and lower than the rate in any other 
year on record. Compared with the av- 
erage’ for the preceding ten years tie 
birth rate for 1907 shows a decrease of 
2.1 per thousand Dublin alone among 
all the leading European cities shows 
a slight increase in the birth rate dur- 
ing the last twenty years.

I went on eating, undecided whether to 
follow, for I did nat want to see the 
thing at close range.

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TRYING TIMES IN ENGLAND 
EXPERIENCED BY ABBEY

London, May 30.—Edwin A. Abbey 
gave a good many entertaining remin- 
iscences at the luncheon given in his 
honor this week at the Pilgrims, on 
the occasion of his departure to the 
United tSatee to install his paintings 
in the Pennsylvania state capitol, and, 
as no account of his speech has been 
printed, and as this’ distinguished 
American artist has almost never 
been interviewed, a verbatim report of 
portions of his remarks will make good 
reading. 

“T recall a great many things,” he 
said, “when I look back over the 
thirty years of my life in England— 
for I came a pilgrim to these friendly 
and hospitable shores just thirty years 
ago. 

“When I started upon my journey to 
England in 1878 I had commissions for 
a large number of drawings from 
Messrs. Harper. But, after settling up 
my small affairs, 1 found myseif not 
particuijarly blessed with ready cash. 
And when the publishers celebrated 
my departure at Delmonico’s by a 
rather lavish breakfast, the guests be- 
ing afterwards driven down to the 
dock on a four-in-hand drag to see me 
off, there were moments in the im- 
mediate future when the reflection was 
forced upon me that the money the 
breakfast had cost would be an agree- 
able thing to have. But I was filled 
with hope. 

“My companion on the voyage was 
dear old Professor Youmans, who was 
going over to speng his holiday with 
Herbert Spencer, and I was given to 
understand, In casual conversation on 
the way over, that living in England 
fas, on the whole, cheap. This is a 
superstition that generally obtained in 
America at this time, and it gave me a 

od deal of comfort. | 

“Irom Liverpool, where I parted with 
my companions, I went immediately to 
Stratferd-on-Avon. The first incautious 
thing I did was to inquire at the post- 
office whether heavy packages of, say, 
drawings, might be sent to America 
without the postage having been pre- 
paid. I was assured that this was 
possible, and thereupon took a nice 
private sitting room at the hotel. It 
appealed to me, because Washington 
Irving had once used it, so I did not 
ask for any details about terms. This 
was also incautious. Il stayed some 
weeks, and made my drawings, sent 
them off, with a 21-2d stamp on them, 
the balance to be collected, and asked 
for my bill. This bill, although a 
shock to me, was what you all know 
it would have been. I left my trunk 
with the landlord and started for Lon- 
don. In the train, after very careful 
consideration, I arrived at the resuk 
that I could, with care, last there until 
I recgived my remittance for the draw- 
ings I had just sent off to America, 
which I reasonably expected would be 
in about three weeks’ time. When the 
three weeks were up I had a notice 
from Washington to the effect that my 
drawings were held for postage in the

Lord Leighton, 
great man that he was, the steadfast 
and helpful friend of all young artists, 
was beginning his career as president 
of the Royal Academy, and it was one’s 
privilege to hear at Sir Lawrence 
Alma-Tadema’s those musicians whe 
had made famous the Monday “Pops.” 

“But to come to more recent days, 
in so far as my own profession is con« 
cerned, it is a source of great satisfuc- 
tion to know—as we do know—thal 
here in England the average of per- 
formancé grows higher every year, and 
I may be allowed, with my colleagueg 
to be very proud of the growing’ ex- 
cellence of the work of the younger 
men whom we, in our turn, have 
watched from their beginnings, and ig 


whose careers we have taken an in<¢ 
terest.”’

There is a real suffragist movement 
in Paris. It is supported chiefly by 
what are known as enfranchised wom- 
en—that to say, latch-key Women, 
who follow the professions that men 
do, such as lawyers, doctors, fournal- 
ists. The great mass of French wom- 
en, however, have not, up to this mo- 
ment, shown any great desire to vote. 
Perhaps they know their real power;

London, May 30.—Captain Owén 


Vaughan, the Welsh soldier of fortune, 


who after making a reputation as a 
novelist under the difficut name of 
Owen Rhoscomy!, has begun another 
under his own name with “Vronina,” 
has had a career that {s almost as 
crowded with excitement as «that of 
Major F. R. Burnham, the American 
scout, although like the famous major, 
he is yet a young man. But no one 
ever succeeded in getting an interview 
out of him until the present writer ap- 
prdéached him. It was the word “Amer- 
ica’’ that set him going. 

“America was my home,” sald he, “al- 
most as long as any other country un- 
der the sun. Some of my most haunt- 
ing memories are of scenes and inci- 
dents in America from Boston to ‘Fris- 
co. Some of my truest friends are 
there still. Yougthink you're a pretty 
good American, no doubt, but I'll lay 
you what you like that I’ve filled more 
billets in American life than you have, 
from tramp to stock owner. 

“My earliest recollections are all of 
running away, first from home in 
Wales, as soon as I could toddle, and 
next from school,.as soon as I was big 
enough to be sent away to one. Up 
to that time my only remembrances of 
adventures are of being twice pulled 
out of the water and brought to life 
by artificial respiration, once being 
trampled badly by a horse, and once 
worried by a stray dog.

Dainty and well-fitttng underwear ts 
4n important item in the attire of 
every woman; the gowns of today re- 
quire that the undergarments shall be 
fitted as correctly as the gown itself 
if perfection of line be secured in the 
outer garment. 

Corset covers, petticoats and combin- 
ation garments begin to assume more 
importance as the warm weather ap- 
proaches. This is due to the continued 
popularity of the lingerie costume and 
Waist, which are made of such trans- 
parent materials that the garments 
worn beneath them must be particular- 
ly well made and trimmed. 

The increasing attentron paid to the 
combination garments is largely due to 
the general fashion tendency towards 
the hipless effect and more clinging 
Skirts. For this reason undergarments 
must be as smooth-fitting as possible 
about the waist line and hips, where 
there must ‘be as little fullness as is 
consistent with good wearing quali- 
ties. These requisites have been care- 
fully considered by the manufacturers 
of muslin underwear and can now be 
found in the combination garments 
shown in the leading shops. 

That the combination garments are 
increasing in favor is shown by the 
fact that they are ngw produced in 
Styles suitable for popular-priced 
trade. These are cut on the same lines 
as the higher priced article, the dif- 
ference being in the quality of material 
and trimming used. The back of the 
corset cover is in all cases smooth, 
yet easy fitting, while the front is 
quite full, being generally cut in the 
French style. 

Some novelties in the separate corset 
cover are receiving a deal of attention. 
These include the cover with small 
puffed -sleeves, and the _ side-button 
cover. The short puff for the sleeve 
is a 200d idea in that it helps to Keep 
the sleeve of the waist in soft mate- 
rial in the fashionable broad: shoulder 
effect.

Every disaster that has swept this country, whether a temporary paral- 
ysis of our financial and industrial systems or the shock of civil. war, has 
jeft its eventual impress of good on the stability of our institutions and the 


| progress of individual intelligence. 
There are gratifying indications that the current financial stringency, a 


dectded lightening in which appears to be visible, will follow the salutary 


‘history of preceding events which, in their day, appeared somewhat in the 


aspect of unmixed eviis. 
For the congestion in business and the disemployment of thousands of 
workers in every line of endeavor has sent home with powerful impact this 


lesson— 

| The mutual and the inseparable interdependence of each unit in our 
‘financial, industrial and social systems. We have learned that the funda- 
‘mental causes that curtail the dividends of the captain of industry work grad- 
| ually on down to the furthest rung in the ladder. 

| We have learned that the conditions which radically depress the price of 


“securities operate to close factories; that clesed factories mean idle labor- 
‘ers, skilled and unskilled; idle clerical and selling forces; hundreds of thou- 
‘sands of freight cars at a standstill, train crews and mechanics out of em- 
ployment or working at reduced wages: lowering of the buying ca 
‘pacity of every man in the community, with the result that the grocer, the 
‘butcher and the dry goods man, not to speak of the industries that deal in 


inextricably interrelated with this lesson is the even more important one 


that dearth of confidence, misgiving in every direction, are the primary 


better name than “hard times.” The restoration of this shaken confidence, 


‘way to the rehabilitation of prosperity, the substitution of “easy” for “hard 
| times.” 

: Yhis other lesson has come to us, with especial force in Georgia: That 
‘no state, however superabundant its resources, can by harsh or unreasona- 
ble restrictions, or menacing threats, erect Chinese walls at its borders and 
turn back capital; for we realize now, from the teachings of the: stringency, 
‘that capital is the lifeblood of development and of trade. 

We have been some time in arriving at this receptive state of mind. 
Such disinterested and competent economic students as Richard H. Ed- 
| monds, of Baltimore, have been constantly warning us that capital, the fore- 
most characteristic of which is timidity and a demand for surety of its in- 
vestment, is in eager demand by all the new countries of the world, such as 
those of South America, and the undeveloped portions of Canada. He has 
shown us, with proof that challenges analysis, that the south was not obtain- 
ing its share of this imperatively needed capital, for the sole reason that it 
viewed our POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC ATTITUDE WITH MISGIVING. 
Hard enough to convince when times are normal, the task of showing 
| these custodians of the world’s fluid of development that it is safe and prof- 
‘itable to invest their funds in this section has become doubly hard by reason 
‘of existing uncertain conditions and the ebbing tide of agitation. 
| The morals, then, of the unpleasantness through which we have been 
| passing is the obligation laid with mutual force on ALL citizens, from the 
wealthiest to the humblest, to perform their share in the task of restoring 
' confidence: and, since capital is absolutely necessary to the even devel- 
‘opment of our resources, the reassurance of capital that it will receive here 
‘that “square deal, no more, NO LBSS8,” laid down as an elemental principle 
‘by the president of the nation. 
| It has been the effort of The Constitution to show to the people of Geor-

What a stinging indictment of the intelligence and the public spirit of 
Atlanta, Gate City of the South! 

Is the health, thé development and the reputation of this city to trail 
in the dust made by progressive southern cities, towns, even, in this state, 
one-fifth the size, one-tenth the wealth of Atlanta? 

The Constitution has, day after day, hammered home the duty of city 
council with regard to the $1,500,000 bond issue solely with reference to its 
bearing on the health of our people, and the necessity of repairing waste 
places in our municipal equipment in the interests of posterity no less than 
those of the current generation. 

Another phase exists, and it cannot be impressed too vividly on the 
minds of the busitfess men and the working people of Atlanta. 

Building material, cost of construction of all nature, are now at figures 
which for lowness will probably never be equalled in the history of Atlanta. 

Unpleasant to confess, there are some thousands of idle men in the 
building trades in Atlanta, in the factories supplying building material in 
this vicinity. Architects and contractors alike would welcome conditions that 
enable them to employ their activities, now half-occupied. 

The’ retail and wholesale merchants in every channel of local trade 
would welcome a slackening of the financial tension, still noticeable and 
traceable to these same sluggish conditions in the labor and general employ- 
ment markets. 

Will any clear-eyed observer gainsay these assertions? 

NOW, for the healthy cycle that will be put in operation with the issu- 
ance of $1,500,000 in municipal bonds for improvements IMPERATIVE AT 
ANY RATE: 

The idle brickmason and carpenter will go to work: the semi-idle con- 
tractor and architect will go to work; the idle day laborer will go to work; 
the man thrown out of employment by the brick kilns, the mills and the fac- 
tories supplying building material, will go to work; each one of these factors, 
with spending capacity rehabilitated, will pour hundreds of thousands of 
dollars into the restricted avenues of trade, producing healthful relaxation 
in every line open to citation, the dollar of the day laborer, the mechanic, 
the carpenter, the contractor and the architect reaching far out to ald the 
grocer, the butcher, the department store—every conceivable large and small 
industry. 

Out in the west the “prosperity association” has induced employers to 
CREATE employment for thousands of workers, for the mere moral effect 
of the example. We will need no such fictitious aids to prosperity in At- 
lanta, if we will, like enterprising and smaller southern towns, take advan- 
tage of the conditions fairly thrust at us. 

What is it to be; intelligent, progressive Atlanta, or sleeping, retrogres- 
sive Atlanta? An alert Atlanta, spending when the shoe pinches. or miserly, 
sordid Atlanta, too parsimonious to provide for its own needs: too short- 
sighted to supply prosperity to its own people?

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A BOOST FOR THE MILITIA. 


Since the United States government has taken hold of the militia in the 
several states, the troops have progressed and prospered as never before. 

Not that the states were indifferent to their troops or unmindful of their 
value, but they did not have at their command sufficient funds to adequately 
support them. 

Naturally, under such condifions, the troops themselves became indiffer- 
ent, and well maintained, well equipped organizations were rather the ev- 
ception than the rule. 

When the general government took hold of the national guard under 
the Dick law, which has been of full force and effect only since the beginning 
of the current year, a transformation had already been effected through 
what the government, aided by the states, had done in working up to that 
point. 

As an evidence of the achievement in this direction it needs only to be 
pointed out that whereas prior to 1908 some half a dozen Georgia organiza- 
tions were disbanded for inefficiency following each annual inspection, in the 
inspection just completed every company and troop and battery in the state 
came up to the required standard and easily passed the muster of the United 
States army officer's rigid investigation. 

But greater opportunities still confront the national guard of Georgia and 
the other states. Congress has just passed an act amendatory of the Dick 
law, in which the war department is directed to supply to the state troops, 
without charge, the same class of arms, equipment and uniforms as are issued 
to the regular army. 

The importance of this provision is manifest when it is understood that 
heretofore the national guard bas had to pay for these arms and uniforms 
from the military appropriation made to the states by the federal government. 
This took up, always, the greater portion of that appropriation and left little 
of it for other military purposes. 

Georgia’s annual allotment of this appropriation is about $25,000, almost 
sufficient to pay the expenses of an annual encampment for all the militia 
organizations of the state. But the requirement that arms and equipment 
must be paid for out of this sum has left a bare pittance for encampment 
purposes. 

Now the Georgia troops are assured in the future, not only of complete 
and ample equipment, but an encampment each year, the result of which will 
be to add to the enthusiasm of the military spirit and increase their effi-

| This is one phase of the tariff—one of its most unlovely and unpatriotic. 
‘The Constitution would feel greater assurance of democratic victory next No- 
| vember if the leaders of the party evinced a keener realization of the im- 
portance of the entire question of tariff revision.

“Popular Vote v. County Delegates.” 


Editor Constitution: I have just read 
the letter of Mr. L. J. McConnell, of 
Royston, Ga., under the above caption 
and published in your issue of this 
date, in which he defends the action of 
the state executive committee in pro- 
viding that the successful candidate 
for governor must receive a majority 
of the popular votes cast in the pri- 
mary of June 4, but he entirely ignores 
the latter clause of rule 8, which pro- 
vides that the county executive com- 
mittees must select the delegates to the 
state convention from among the 
“friends and supporters’ of the suc- 
cessful candidate for governor, thus 
Siving him the solid detegation of the 
entire state in the convention, thereby 
disfranchising the counties that voted 
a& majority for the defeated candidate 
in the primary. 

This rule is the most far-reaching 
and dangerous of anything 1 have ever 
known injected into democratic poli- 
tics in conservative Georgia. It makes 
the state convention a one-man affair. 
and centralizes the whole political 
power of the democratic party in Geor- 
Sia in the hands of one man, and elim- 
inates from the convention all repre- 
Sentation of the minority or defeated 
candidate, though fifty counties in 
the state may have gone for him by 
good round majorities in the primary 
of June 4. 

Now, Mr. Editor, this is the first time 
I have ever heard of a state convention, 
whioh is a deliberative body of dele- 
fated powers, being composed of the 
“friends and supporters” of ONE MAN. 
It is certainly without precedent in 
Georgia. It is not only without prece- 
dent, but it is autocratic and imperial- 
istic in the most Objectionable degree, 
in a democratic convention in conserv- 
ative Georgia, whose beautiful motte 
is “Wisdom, Justice, Moderation.” 

Now, so far as | am concerned, I do 
not object to the majority rule for the 
nomination of the candidate for gOV- 
ernor, to which plan Mr. McConnell de- 
votes his letter. That is all right, for 
the state convention will have nothing 
to do with the nomination of the can- 
didate for governor. That matter will 
be settled by the sovereign voters of 
the state in the primary of June 4. 
The votes will be canvassed by the ex- 
ecutive committee, consolidated, and 
the result declared two or three weeks 
before the convention meets, and 
whether the convention affirms the re- 
Sult or not, or even mentions it. the 
nomination will stand. But the man- 
ner of selecting the delegates to the 
convention is the -eevertutionary and 
monstrous part of rule 8, promulgated 
by the executive committee, to which 
I object,.and which rule Mr. McConnell! 
seems to indorse by his silence. The 
rule is far-reaching and dangerous be- 
Cause it disfranchises the cvuunties in 
the ¢onvention that give a majority to 
the defeated candidate iff the primary, 
and robs them of their rightful repre- 
sentation in the convention by allow- 
ing the successful candidate to choose 
them from-among his “‘friends and sup- 
porters.’ Is that right? Is that d- 
mocracy, or is it imperial autocracy” 
It looks to me like robbing 
nority candidate's counties 
proper representation.

way possible for scientific farming, so 
that the question of the future will be, | 
not how little can be gotten from great | 
bodies of land, but how much can be see) 
cured from smal] tracts. In other words, | 
it is hoped with the spread of informa- | 
tion there will come a period in the his- 
tory of the country when the rural cit- 
izens and their families will reach as 
high a state of culture, information and 
refinement as is possible in the cities 
and towns. 

The trouble has been that umder old 
methods farmers have undertaken to 
tend large bodies of land which nat- 
urally require the maximum amount of 
phygical activity. The new idea is to 
confine the cultivation to small tracts, 
and to make throvgh a process of in- 
tensification, these smaller tracts yield 
vastly more than the larger under old 
conditions. It is realized that to bring 
this about the younger generation must 
be educated to the necessity of thinking 
farms, as well as working farms, or a 
restatement of the old proverb, that 
working with one’s head is vastly more 
profitable than warking with one’s 
hands alone. 

Seil Survey. 


What is required as the best prospect 
for effective service along this line is 
the soll survey, which is now being 
conducted. Knowledge of what the land 
contains and what crops are best sulted 
to special localities will go a long Ways 
towards making the soil thoroughly 
productive. The maximum of output can 
thus be secured. Im order to impress 
this upon the minds of the people, Com- 
missioner Wilkinson has in anticipation 
a number of meetings and institutes, 
and a series of showings at the gtate 
fairs by which he will be able to dem- 
onstrate that there is great economy, 
and marked profit in scientific tilling 
of the soil. 

J. J. Doster, professor of secondary 
education at the University of Alabama, 
has devoted a great deal of his time 
and attention to the situation in the 
rural districts, and he has encouraged 
the department officers In the propos!i- 
tion to organize these bovs’ farm clubs. 

It is also a fact that all of the large 
educational institutions in the state are 
lending whatever aid possible towards 
the promotion of agricultural education. 

As a whole the entire activities of 
the state seem to be In some measure, 
greater or less, devoted to the solution 
of this proposition for the betterment 
and education of the agricultural terri- 
tories of the state, believing that the 
commonwealth will grow and prosper 
more rapidly with this worked out than 
as a result of any other line of policy.

Years 
jater his son. John MeFElreath, grand- 
father of Walter McElreath, settled on 
the old MeFlreath homestead at Lost 
Mountain.

PLANS TO REACH THE POLES. 


International 


Polar Congress in 


Session at Brussels. 


(Brussels, May 30.—At today’s eession of 
the International Polar congress, Her- 
bert L. Brigman, representing the United 
States, submitted the scheme for reach- 
ing the north pole proposed by the Peary 
Arctic Club of New York. The plan 1n- 
volveg the use of Peary’s old ship, the 
Roosevelt, which will leave in the fall, 
winter on the north shore of Grantland 
and thence make a dash for the pole in 
1909. The coast of Grantland will be 
followed westward to Cape Columbia 
over a route which will shorten the dis- 
tance 100 miles, and counteract the ef- 
fects of the eastern currents. Upon the 
return voyage, Lieutenant Peary pro- 
poses tO explore Crocker Lands, the ex- 
of which he thinks may revo- 
lutionize the existing ideas regarding the 
heretofore untraversed polar regions. 

The forenoon session of the congress 
disclosed the fact that an’ Americah is 
preparing to underté&ke an expedition to 
the south pole in 19/0 upon plans worked 
out by Ldjdeutenant Peary, who wil] not 
accompany the expedition.

Heavy Registration in Muscogee. 


Columbus, Ga, May 30.—(Special.)— 
and the public pulse will be at fever 
heat until after the primary of next 
Thursday, June 4. The registration is 
by far the heaviest in the history of 
the county, being nearly 4,500 white 
voters. This is approximately the same 
registration as recorded in Bibb, and 
is only about 1,000 less than that in 
Chatham, containing the second largest 
city in Georgia.

Unless one of 
these bulidings can be secured the inter- 
national congress will be, in a serious 
degree, if*not wholly, a failure. ‘hey 
asked for the use of the house of- 
tice building as the one best answering 
all needs. ‘Ihis request nas caused a re- 
quest to be introduced giving the use of 
the house of representatives and the ¢en- 
ate chamber, with the lobbies and cor- 
ridors adjacent and cunnecting, all in 
the capitol. ‘The senate, as well as the 
house of representatives, will Nave to 
pass this resolution. Congress must be 
fully impressed with the needs of the 
American states, and also with the cour- 
tesy due to foreign visitors, coming with 
official commissions.

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MRS. EDGAR ROSS REVIEWS 
CONTINENTAL CONGRESS 


Ine seventeenth continental congress 


was called to order on Monday morning, 
April 20, by the president general, Mrs. 
Donald McLean. It was a beautifully 
bright day, and Mrs. McLean called at- 
tention to the coincidence that this was 
the third Easter Monday, upon which 
she had officiated at the congresses. 
Making this partly her text, she eloquent- 
ly entreated peace and good will, saying, 
“Let it be reported that this is the most 
euccessful, the most ‘harmonious conti- 
nental congress that has “ever assem- 
bied.” 

iLnknowingly, perhaps, she was speak- 
ing under a talisman, for the num- 
ber 17, as representing this convention, 
Was displayed in large figures, surround- 
ed Dy an evergreen wreath on the wall 
behind and above the stage. St. Au- 
gustine gives this interpretation of the 
number. “Seventeen,” he says, ‘is the 
10 of the commandment and the 7 of 
the spirit; it signifies, therefore, those 
who, through the spirit, are enabled to 
Tulfill the commandment.’ Hence it is 
eeen that 17 Is the numerical expression 
of the appellation, “‘God's people,” and 
the commandment of Haster is “Peace 
on earth, good will to men.” Who shall 
Say that the congress was not influenced 
Dy this arithmography, for it surpassed 
every expectation of harmony? Only a 
few times was the “shirt of Nessus’ 
donned and then it did not draw biood. 

the discussion on bonding the building 
debt, of course, brought forth some 
salty remarks from that tIirrepressibie 
member of the district, who -is a thorn 
in the flesth of the pre-iding officers, and 
leads a party which 1s defiantly opposed 
to all things McLean.

‘the credential report shopved an iIn- 
crease in membership for the year from 
60,698 to 66,436, a gain of 5,738, with 
1.270 delegates entitled to vote. There 
are 88! chapters in commission. 
these, two were not entitied to vote 
yet, forty-six were not represented and 
nineteen had not reported. The Benja- 
min Franklin chapter of the City of 
Mexico sent a delegate, so were MOn- 
tana, Idaho, Arizona, Nebraska and 
States even further west well represent- 
ed. How proud the regent of Georgia 
wohld be if her circle included all the 
delegates that are entitled to go from 
every chapter in the state. 

A large number of visitors were pres- 
ent from Pennsylvania to see the pres- 
entation of the colonial hall clock to 
Memorial hall by the Berks County cnap- 
ter, Of Reading, Pa. <A special program 
was arranged for this occasion witht 
address from a Pennsylvania senator, 
and music Dy the marine band. 

Judge Anderson, president of the Sons 
of the American Revolution, made a 
beautiful address of welcome on opening 
day. full of kind words and encouraging 
praise for the Waughters of the Amerfri- 
can Kevolution. ‘The responses by va- 
rious well selected Women were good, 
though noage notable. Mre. Sallie Ewing 
Marshall Hardy, great-great-granddatgh- 
ter of John ‘Marshall, first chief justice 
of the United States supreme court, and 
a native of Kentucky, made perhaps the 
nest these addreeses. Later on, im 
the congress, when she was called on to 
acknowiedge ‘her reelection as vice prest- 
dent general, she came forward, with 
hands extended, and said: “I thank all 
who voted tor me, and I forgive all who 
voted against me.” 

‘The auditing committee's report showed 
a balance on hand and invested in rail- 
road and «ther securities of $92,157.49, 
Or an increase of more than §1!7,000 
above that of last year. The society has 
realized $1,426.79 interest on its various 
railroad ponds in the last year. There 
was also a $264.19 credit, representing 
interest on bank balances, for the first 
time turned into the Daughters of the 
American Hevolution treasury, this being 
the first year the committee has stc- 
ceeded in getting the banks to pay in- 
terest on Waughters of the American 
Kevolution deposits.

Mre. McLean made a statement that 
the property, consisting of the hall and 
its contents, represented nearly $300,000. 
A bond issue for $200,000 was voted to 
Hhnish tne nalili. < 

This relieves 
statess from any further anxiety 
as to a stated amount neces- 
sary to put up each column. Each orig- 
inal state (Georgia among them) had 
already made up and paid in the 
amount first estimated for cost of her 
column, but a later announcement had 
nearly doubled the tax on their con- 
tributing ability; hence it is infinitely 
relaxing to know that, now, the build- 
ing (columns and all) will be finished 
without further waiting for contribu- 
tions. The annual dues to the national 
organization will now pay current ex- 
penses and interest yearly on this 
bonded debt, leaving optional contri- 
butions from all the states to gradual- 
ly pay the debt. 

Mrs. Lockwood, WVeteran of the so- 
ciety, was champion of the bond issue 
cause, and carried it to a_ glorious 
finish, although the obstructionists did 
not fail to threaten injunctions, etc.
